LONDON, Aug. 9—The vigorous offensive 


of the entente allies on the 


French, Galician and and Italian fronts is still being carvied on strenuously. 
In ‘Austria the Italians have captured the city of Gorizia, 22 miles northwest 


of Trieste, 


In Galicta the Russians, in quest of Lemberg, have further car- 


ried out their endeavors toward the capture of Stanislau from the Austro- 


Germans. 


In France the French and British forces in the: Somme region have 


attacked and won additional points of vantage from the Germans, 

The capture of Gorizia by the Italians seemingly is as important a gain 
hy the entente allies as has yet been attained in their present united offensive, 
the city being the door through which the Itallans may now pass in an endea- 
vor ‘to carry out their long cherished idea of capturing Trieste, Austria's big 
seaport at the head of the Adriatic Sea, 

In the fall of Gorizia, where, Rome says, the Austrians were completely 
routed, the Italians inflicted heavy casualties on its defenders, took over 10,- 
000 prisoners, and captured considerable quantities of war requisites, 

The Russian General Letchitsky has driven his wedge farther into the 
Austro-German line near Stanisiau, capturing Tysmienica, eight miles east of 
that Important city, through which the railroad leads to Lemberg. Northeast 
of Tysmienica the Russians have crossed the right bank of the Koropice river 
and captured a number of important positions west of Velesnioup and south- 
ward along the Niznioff-Monasterzyka railroad, making the Russian menace

“No matter what it demands or ex- 
acts from us, we in Canada in common 
with the rest of the Empire and our 
noble allies, will face to a finish what- 
ever it may bring, until in the proyi- 
dence of God, and by the gallantry of 
our man, victory sits over right and 
righteousness vindicated, and defeat 
covers might and wrong vanquished 
und repudiated.” ~ 

It was with enthusiastic applause 
the delegatés# tv the triennial synod of 
the Anglicin Province of Rupert's 
Land, gathered in All Saints’ school 
room’ yesterday afternoon, endorsed 
this declaration of the Most Rey. Dr. 
Matheson, Archibishop of Rupert's 
Land, addressing them as president 
and Metropolitan of the ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction. It was an inspiring and 
uplifting message; fit prologue in 
tone, thought and sentiment to the 
deliberations of this important con- 
vocation of English churchmen from 
ten. dioceses of western Canada, 

The Province of Rupert's Land ex- 
tends from western Ontario. to the 
Mackenzie rivér, and bishops who were 
present, in addition to the archbishop 
and the HKishop of Hdnonton were, 
the Right Rey. Dr, Pinkham, Bishop 
of Calgary; Right Rev. Dr. Newnham, 
Bishop of Saskatchewan; Right Rev. 
Dr, Lofthouse, Bishop of Keewatin; 
Right Rev. Dr. Robins, Bishop of Ath- 
abasca, and the Right Rev, Dr String- 
er, Bishop of Yukon, The bishops of 
Mackenzie river and Qu*Appelle are 
expected later; but owing to the de- 
vastation wrought in his diocese by 
the recent fires the Right Rey. Dr. 
Anderson, Bishop of Moosonee, will 
not be here, 

In addition,to the bishops there are 
in attendance some one hundred cleri- 
cal and Jay delegates.

FOR ENGLAND 


Two Hundred Officers Are To Be 
Sent From Canada At 
Once 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Aug. %9—Two hundred 
lieutenants will be sent from Canada 
to England immediately, (‘They are 
wanted to complete training In Eng- 
land and fotm a reserve of officers 
there to fill vacancies as they occur 
in the Canadian force in Flanders. A 
specified number of men holding com- 
missions as lieutenants will be taken 
from each of the divisional areas of 
Cannda, They will be selected by the 
head of each district, ¥ 

When chosen they wii! be trans- 
persed at once to the Canadian train- 
ng camp in England, there they will 
be given the military finish needed ito 
qualify them for work in the trenches. 
This is the beginning of a new system 
of providing rvelnforcements for the 
for Canadian divisions in the field, 
llereafter it will be reinforcements al- 
niost entirely,

The synod meeting was preceded by 
service in All Saints’ Pro- Cathedral, 
the Litany being followed by a cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion, at 
which the archbishop was the cele- 
brant.

We can rémember 
Fort Edmonton, and it: seems but a 
short time ago, a trading post of the 
Ifudson’s Bay compaay, picturesque- 
Jy situated on the banks of the Sas- 
katchewan, separated from Winnipex 
by eight hundred miles of unsettled 
prairie, and approachable only by cart 
trail, involving a weary journey occu- 
pying weeks of strenuous travel, To- 
day there bursts upon our view a “no 
mean city,” one of slenpdid propor- 
tions, of large population, of magni- 
ficent buildings, of finely paved streets, 
'vhe frontier outpost, which, within the 
memory of not a few of us, was but 
the place where fur traders and hunt- 
crs annually foregathored, is now the 
capitol and seat of government of an 
extensive province, a point where par- 
liuaments meet, a university centre, 
with commanding buildings. All this 
within what IT have termed the offici:l 
lifetime of men who are not yet very 
cld—-the development seems incredi- 
ble, and in this period of temporavy 
suspension of a progress that was 
phenomenal, it should*‘act as a tonic 
and as an antidote to any would-be 
pessimist. And from a church point 
of view what hath God wrought? 1

Gorizia, with its bridgehead, 
, has been the principal obstacle to 

the Italians in their efforts ex- 
tondleg more than a year to cross 
the Isonzo river and advance up- 
on Trieste, 27 miles to the south- 
east. 

The city which les on the Ison- 
zo is walled in on three sides by 
high hills and its fall was con- 
sidered inevituble as soon os the 
commanding positions were worn 
by the Italians, Its defenses were 
considered perhaps the strongest 
of any in the Buropean’= war 
field. 

Military observers have pointed 
out that the road toward Trieste 
was practicable for the Italians 
only through Gorizia, the Isonzo 
at other points offering insuper- 
able obstacles as long as Gorizla 
held out. 

“orizia vefore the war had a 
population of about 30,000, It ts 
an important railway junction 
point and with its surrounding 
eninences has been considered the 
key to the entire situation in the 
Isonzo district.

HALIFAX, Aug. 9.--Two hundred 
and fifty returning invalided soldiers 
arrived from: wiverpool on the Em- 
press of Britain. Col. J. A, C. Mow- 
bray was in charge of the returning 
party, He was accompanied by his 
wife.

At the risk of being credited with be- 
ing obsessed on the question, I vea- 
ture again to refer to it. I do so be- 
couse [ am profoundly impressed with 
their great imiportunce to the welfare 
of the clergy of the province. Our 
telf-denying men, witn their meagre 
salaries, cannot be expected to make 
ndequate provision for their families, 
in the event of their death, It is dit- 
ficult for them also to maintain a 
sufficient life insurance, owing to the 
cost. Have they ever considered that 
by an annual payment of five dollars 
to the C. W. & O, fund and by paying 
not at all a seriously large entrance 
fee, they can secure to their widows, 
even in the present condition of the 
fund, what is equivalent to a_ safe 
insurance of not less than four thous- 
and dollars, Then, again, as to the 
superannuation fund, very few of our 
clergy, out of their incomes, can lay 
eside any adequate provision for the 
time when they will be incapable for 
work. Employees of all well regulat- 
ed business concerns, such as banks, 
tellway corporations, ejc., by an an- 
hual payment, secure for themselves 
a retiring allowance, or persion, after 
i certain pesiod of | serviee, Why 
rhould not those who are engaged in 
the service of the church do likewise? 
Tiesides, its is a well known fact that, 
cn account of the absence of this pro- 
vision, we have instances of men be- 
ing compelled to cling to positions 
when their age and infirmity render 
their occupancy of them a serlous dei- 
riment to the church, May I, there- 
fore, once more urge upon the clergy 
of the province to jofn these funda, 
end representatives of the various dlo- 
ceses present, In their different syn- 
ods, to do all in their power to foster 
them, Muay i also recommend, if the 
rynod approve, that 1 be authorized, 
cn behalf of our province, to offer re- 
c'procity in these funds, to any other 
diocese or province of the church, 
which may be disposed to epter into 
it.

ARE BEING MET 
SUCCESSFULLY 


Hostile Airships Visited 
Widely Different Points 
Wednesday 


ATTACKS SOLELY 
ON COAST TOWNS 


In One Northeastern, Town 
Civilians Were 
Killed 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Aug. 9—That the British 
have now sequred adequate means of 
successfully coping with Zeppelin at- 
tacks by which the Germans are now 
endeavoring to terrorize the civilian 
population, is apparent from the re- 
porty of recent raids. Regarding the 
one this morning the official statement 
says: 

“The eastern coast of the United 
Kingdom was raided by hostile air- 
ships this, morning between 12:30 and 
2:30 o'clock, The east and northeast 
coast districts were visited by raiders 
at widely distant points. Independent 
observers of the raiders estimate their 
numbers variously at between seven 
and ten, 

“None of the airships ventured 
more than a few milés inland except 
in the extreme north. The attack 
seems to have been solely directed 
against towns situated on the coast. 
Indiscriminate destruction of proper- 
ty seems to have been the main object 
of the raid, Anti-aircraft guns came 
into action at four places, and seem 
to have been successful in“nearly ev- 
ery case in driving off the raiders, 
One raider was pursued several miles 
to sen by one naval aeroplane, 

“In view of the action of the guns, 
nnd the apparent uncertainty of the 
movement of the airships, it is not 
surprising that the enemy failed to 
attain his end, The bombs mostly fell 
wide of the centres of population, 

“Exception must be made in the case 
of one northeastern town where the 
following casualties have now Been 
reported: One man died of shock, two 
women and three children were kill- 
ed, and four men, five women and 
three children were injured. In anoth- 
er northeastern town, one man, one 
‘Woman and three boys were injured. 
The total damage amoynts to four 
fouses partly burned, numerous win- 
dows, broken in. several different 

{towns and villages, 60 feet of railway 
blown up, one horse killed, and some 
lesser ahd insignificant damage. 

“None of the damage was of the 
slightest military importance. 

“About 100 high explosive bombs 
and over sixty incendiary bombs have 
been traced. The enemy probably 
disposed of more bombs, as several 
were heard exploding on impact in 
the sea, and others fell on waste land, 
None of this included in the above 
figures.” 


BRINGS NEARER 
RECAPTURE OF 
_LEMBERG CITY 


Advance of General Letchitsky’s 
Russian Force is Surprise to 
Teutons 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PETROGRAD, Aug. 9, via London. 
—CGeneral Letchitsky’s capture of Tys- 
mienica, Galicia, seems to make al- 
most certain the early fall of Stanis- 
lau and Haties, and to bring nearer 
the recapture of Lomberg. 

General Count von Bothmer, who 
for a long time has stood firmly en- 
trenched along the upper Stripa be- 
tore Tarnopoi, will hardly be abte 
longer to withstand the  squeezins 
process to which he is being subjected 
by General Letchitsky on the south, 
and by Gencral Sakharoff on the north 
of his position, in the view of military 
observers, who regard as inevitable a 
falling back along the whole of the 
Tarnopol front. 

The fresh victory in Galicia gives 
the Russians an exceedingly advyan- 
tageous front line, with headquarters 


on the Pruth, west of Kolomea, 
through Delatyn, to the west and 
northward to the Dniester, with all 


necessary railway factiities to the rear 
through Kolomea, 

General Count Von Bothmer  atill 
has two railways over which he can 
make good his retreat, but one of 
these is threatened by General Sak- 
haroff's push southwest from Slochor, 
which lies to the south of Brody and 
; 45 miles east of Lemberg. General 
Letchitsky'’s advance appears to have 
been as unexpected as it is important 
and irresistible. The capture of over 
7,000 prisoners, of whom nearly half 
are Germans, is pointed out by the 
military observers as an indication of 
the disorganization of the Austro- 
Germans.

CLOSE TO BRUSSELS 


Airship Shed at Everi is Observed 
To Have Been Set On

the war office announced today. 
Eight bombs were drojfped on air- 
ship sheds near the city.

heavy fire an attack was carried 
out by naval aeroplanes upon an 
enemy airship shed at Everi, near 
Brussels. The object was success- 
fully bombarded from a height of 
2,000 feet, and eight bombs were 
observed to hit the shed. Heavy 
columns of smoke were see to 
issue. Our machines returned 
safely.”

Small Advances Are Made on the 
West Front By British and 
French

LONDON, Aug. 9,—The British offi- 
clal statement issued tonight reads: 
“Northwest of Pozieres the Austral- 
jians advanced our lines 200 yards on 
a frontage of six hundred yards, Other- 
vise the situation is unchanged, 
“As a result of aeroplane co-oper- 
ation with our artillery several enemy 
guns were destroyed and some maga- 
zines exploded. A train was set afire 
by bombs dropped from our aero- 
planes. 
“Hostile aircraft have been more ac- 
live, but obviously have heen trying 
bomb attacks. Several enemy ma- 
chites, however, have been damaged 
by our aeroplanes and infantry fire.”

Practically No Progress Yet Made 
in Rescue at Mine at 
Michel

MICHEL, B.C., Aug. ‘Despite 
frantic efforts all afternoon by several 
hundred men, practically no progress 
has been made towards the dozin men 
mprisoned far underground as a re- 
sult of the explosion, and it is now

14.8.A., professor of animal husbandry, 
vave a talk on live stock production, 
this mainly turning upon chief points 
and characteristics of typical animals 
of certain breeds, Several Holstein 
cows and Holstein and Jersey bulls

to pick out and stato their various 
points, Following this, Professor Mc- 
Gregor judged the animals, placing 
the animals according to their ra- 
spective merits, and following ex- 
plained to the class his reasons for 
Going so, the lecture thus giving in- 
formation of tho greatest value to the 
Learers. 
Must Co To Succeed, 

That the country community is only 
soiling to succeed through co-operation 
was the point raised in the address 
uiven by the Rev, J. 8 Woodsworth, 
before the Rural Leadership confer- 
ence at the University of Alberta, the 
subject of the lecture was “Organizing 
the Community Resources.” In the 
course cf his remarks the speaker said 
that the farmer could only inerease 
nis earning capacity by either making 
lis Jand produce more, by cutting 
cown the costs of production, or by 
Ketting more for his produce. He 
could only attain these by reason of 
cc-operation, Individually, the farm- 
¢r cannot obtain crodit, advances froin 
the bank, transportation, cha in 
freight rates, and it wae only by co- 
cperative efforta that he was going to 
make more money under modern con- 
citions, Farmers had done nothing 
like so much.to help thomselves by 
co-operative representation as had 
other industrica, Thero were bonus 
industries, subsidized steamship anda 
railway lines; was it not time that the 
rreat basic industry of the country--- 
tarming—#hould receive some consid- 
eration at tho hands of the govern- 
ment?

Prevention of Disease. 

The afternoon session was devoted 
to health problems, Dr. Whitelaw, Ed- 
monton's health officer, leading off 
with an address upon the prevention 
of disease. Dr, Whitelaw dwelt upon 
the success of vaccination for small- 
pox, and also the value of inoculation 
for typhoid fever, this having been 
particularly successful with the sol- 
diers on active service. The preventa- 
tive effect of this was estimated to last 
about a_year, and, therefore, he did 
not think it would ever come into 
general use, nor was i, necessary in 
towns where sanitary conditions, the 
water and milk supplies were good. 
But for anyone going away for a vaca- 
tion into unknown quarters, or being 
obliged to go on a journey where con- 
ditions were uncertain, he advised in- 
oculation before starting. The value 
of antitoxin, as treatment for diph- 
theria, was also touched upon, he 
effect of this trettment lasts about a 
month, and when used at the correct 
time in. early stages of infection it 
cures rapidly. He might say that a 
supply of antitoxin was kept by the 
health department in Edmonton, and 
was supplied free of charge to those in 
poor circumstances, ro that they were

was to have an isolation hospital to 
take all the cases, and’ provision of 
such hospitals would largely check 
diseases. Reference was ala&od nade to 
children’s diseases, the question being 
raised by Dr, Whitelaw, reading some 
observations that had been prepared 
by Dr. Jamieson, who was to. have 
lectured at the conference. A special 
point was that,;parents should en- 
deavour to protect their children from 
measles until they were old enough 
to withstand the danger, also the evil 
effect of adenoids and_ tonsolitis on 
the general health and growth of 
children,, The extreme importance of 
qineren being guarded from these two 
diseases were emphasized, and in Ed- 
monton the school authorities had 
established a clinic where free treat- 
ment was given in the cases of child- 
ren of poor parents.

of efficiency. Also that the province 
institute a complete system of hospi- 
tal inspection and licensing of all hos- 
pitals other than public hospitals, 
with the purpose of maintaining a 
high standard cf service in all insti- 
tutions where the health of the people 
Is cared for. Further that the goy- 
ernment take whatever steps are pos- 
sible to enable municipalities to take 
over and administer, in conformity 
with this plan for free public hospi- 
tals, all hospital institutions now. ad- 
ministered by incorporated bodies, as- 
sociations or societies, which are de- 
pendent for their proper maintenance 
upon grants of public money, or which 
have been built by grants of public 
money for public hospital purposes; 
and that the province cease to grant 
public money to any hospital institu- 
tions other than free public hospi- 
tals as provided in the plan. 

With regard to providing the cost 
of such municipal hospitals, it was 
stated that experiments in eco-opera- 
tive public hospitals already in sue- 
cessful operation prove that a cottage 
hospital adequate to meet the enor- 
mal needs of the people in a territory 
equal to four rural municipalities can 
be built at a cost of from $5,000 to 
$8,000, The cost of maintenance, in- 
cluding the salaries of a staff of train- 
ed nurses, and, in some places, of a 
doctor, and the interest and sinking 
fund on the investment, could be met 
by a tax of from one cent to two cents 
per acre on the land, Thus a home- 
steader on a quarter section by pay- 
Ing $1.60 to $3.20 per year could se- 
cure proper nursing and medical eare 
for himself and all his dependents ge- 
siding on the land without farther 
cost, This was the cheapest sick bene- 
fit insurance known in Alberta, and 
it was an agreeable contrast to pre-e 
sent conditions, under which many 
settlers must pay exorbitant fees of 
thirty, forty and fifty dollars for a 
single visit from a far distant doctor, 
and must pay $80 per week for the 
services of ua trained nurse in the

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Dealing with the present situation, 
Mrs, Davidson said that up to date the 
province of Alberta had expended cv 
er $619,000 of public money in grants 
to hospitals throughout the province. 
The great bulk of this money war 
spent for the hospitals in Calgary and 
Edmonton (only a few of which are 
public-owned) with lesser sums for 
hospitals in Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat. The amount of provineial money 
spent for hospitals in the-small towns 
was insignificant, and altogether out” 
of proportion to the rural population, 
In order that the-people might obtain 
the greatest value from this expendi- 
ture of public money, the granta 
should be made to institutions which — 
fully and freely meet the needs of the 
people and which are under the direct 
control of the people. It was undemo- 
cratic and contrary to modern Cana- 
dian ideals that large sums of public 
money should be handed over to cor- 
porations or to bodlea which were not 
representative of thé people, nor res- 
byngible to the people. . The majority 
of the hospitals now receiving aid 
from the government were not con- 
trolled and administered by the peo- 
ple, but were owned and administered 
by non-representative  orsranizations, 
There were at present 39 hospitals re- 
ceiving government grants in the pro- 
Vinee, Twelve of these were in the 
cities of Calgary and Edmonton, Four 
others are located in Lethbridge, Me- 
dicine Hat and Vegreévilie. They are 
merely adequate to meet the need of 
the urban population, when that need 
is fully and freely met Thus there 
are only 24 small hospitals in the 

mall towns of the province, to furn- 
sh accommodation to a rural popula- 
tion of over 350,000 people.

In a recent address, His Royal 
Highness the Governor-General 
laid emphasis upon the value of 
the merit principle in the civil ser- 
vice to a nation at war. His re- 
marks are construable as indicat- 
ing a belief that the merit princi- 
ple is not the directing factor in 
the management of Canada’s civil 
service that it should be. He is in 
a good position to know whether 
that is the ease, And our Govern- 
ment was elected five years ago on 
the most solemn promise possible 
to diseard patronage and all its 
ways and to make appointments 
and promotions on the basis of 
merit alone. 

The first train-load of copper to 
pass through Edmonton from the 
British Columbia mines to the 
Eastern States is the beginning of 
what should become a very  con- 
siderable factor in the traffic of 
the railroads passing through the 
city-—and, therefore, a more or 
less important addition to the 
business movement upon which 
the city must live. The biggest 
half of British Columbia is the 
country served—and the country

8. P. Cc. K., which, with its usual kind- 
ness, is bearing half the cost of publi- 
cation, and it is hoped that the book 
will be published at an early date and, 
by an arrangement with the society, 
it will be available at half price to the 
various dioceses needing it. 

The Bishop of Calgary has given 
notice, under Section LX, of the con- 
stitution, that he will ask the Synod 
for permission for the appointment of 
an assistant bishop in his diocese. 
When a devoted servant of the Church

Revised Book of Common Prayer 

You are aware that after three years 
of very painstaking work, the com- 
mittee appointed by the General 
Synod to prepare a revised and enrich- 
ed edition of the prayer book, sub-

mitted to the meeting of that body, 
lust September, a draft copy of the 
proposed book. The two houses of the 
8ynod in joint session spent several 
days in careful and detailed examina- 
tion of all the changes and additions 
proposed within the limits and safe- 
guards laid down in the inetructions 
given to the committee, After a full, 
frank, and LT may add, a most Wlumin- 
ating discussion and investigation, 
reaching to the very words and 
phrases in the various changes, the re- 
vised book was adopted as “The Au- 
thorized Book of Common Prayer of 
the Chureh of England in Canada.” 
Canon XIL, under which this was 
done, is, by the basis of the conatitu- 
tion of the General Synod, subject to 
affirmation three yeurs hence before 
it becomes law. Also, tnder Section 
A of the constitution it cannot become 
binding in our provinee unti) it has 
been accepted by this Synod. In the 


meantinie, Ull the meeting of Synod 
in 10918, the House of Bishops of 
Canada, in order to familiarize the 


Church people with the book and ex- 
wrimentally to test tts suitability, has 
granred its permissive use in the pub- 
lic services of the Church, subject, of 
vourse, to the sanction of each dioces- 
inn bishop in his own diocese, This 
permission, | may add, does not ex- 
tend to the proposed method of recit- 
ing the Athanasian Creed, It was 
hoped that copies of the book would 
have been available for purchase by 
the end of 1915, but, owing to condi- 
tions in the paper market and other 
causes produced by the war, the pub- 
lishers did not find themselves able to 
bring out the book, and they have in- 
formed us that the first issue will be 
limited to one edition, instead = of 
several, a8 Was expected, If the book 
had been in the hands of the Church 
people of the province for the past 
few months, as was intended, I had 
hoped that this meeting might have 
had an opportunity of making any sug- 
gestions and recommendations urising 
out of their experience of the book to 
the revision committee, in accordance 
with the resolution passed in connec- 
tion with the enacting of the canon 
adopting the book, I do not know 
whether it is necessary for me to add 
here what I have already stated in 
many of my public utterances on the 
subject, and that is, how warmly I 
approve of the book. In the changes 
made it may not go as far as some 
would have wished, or again it may go 
in some directions a little farther than 
others would have desired, but on the 
whole it alfords a safe, sane and con- 
servative revision and adds many use- 
ful adaptations and enrichments, 
Sutlice it to say that not a few very 
thoughtful men, who came to the 
meeting last September prepared to 
strongly oppose the draft book, came 
away, after hearing what was said on 
both sides, cordially approving of it, 
Engi Socicties, 

We have to curd again our sense 
of the continued kindness of the 
various English societies to the Church 
in this Western land. When we con- 
sider all the calls upon the Church 
people in England just now, it seems 
unspeakably kind that they are Ne 
to give any thought to us at all, and 
yet their contributions have in no de- 
gree been abated. The older societies 
have strained e effort to keep up 
their help and ha succeeded in doing 
so to 4 most marvellous extent. The 
Archbishops’ Fund, too, amid the most 
perplexing handicaps has maintained 
its aid, both in men and money, to the 
newer dioceses of the west in a man- 
ner which must call forth our most 
profound gratitude. The report of this 
fund, recently sent to me by the secre- 
tary als wonderful efforts on the 
part of the association, 

The Great War. 

It would not be fitting to close any 
official address at this time without 
some reference to the appalling war 
which has been goins on for two 
whole years of the three which have 


intervened since our last meeting. 
When it began all thoughtful experts, 


itest and noblest of war 
leaders, Lord Kitchener, whose un- 
timely sacrifices recently bowed the 
whole Empire in unspeakable awe and 
sorrow, predicted for it u duration of 
at least three years, The estimate is 
being justified by the prolonged month 
after month of the lengthening carn- 
age. What it has meant in the toll of 
precious life and treasure which it 
has enacted, no one, even with the 
most vivid vision of the tremendous 
posstbilities of modern warfare could 
have adequately foreshadowed, Sut 
this is neither the time nor the place 
to dwell upon the character of the war. 
Suffice it to say that no matter what 
it demands or exacts from us, we in 
Canada, in common with the rest of 
our Empire and our noble allies, will 
face to a finish whatever it may bring 
until in the Providence of God, and 
by the gallantry of our men, victory 
sits over right and righteousness, 
vindicated, and defeat covers might, 
and wrong vanquishes and repudiated, 
Influence on Church, 

But while there may be no call upon 
us at a Synod gathering to make any 
prolonged reference to the hideous 
and devastating strife which in some 
way is affecting every department of 
our lives, yet it comes very pertinently 
within the purview of any Church 
gathering to consider very solemnly 
what is to be the immediate and ulti- 
mate influence of this war upon the 
Church and its activities. The Mother 
Church in England is most deeply 
concerned and agitated over the ques- 
tion, and is giving to it profound 
thought, as anyone can gather from a 
perusal of the Church papers, It is 
of paramount importance that we 
should do likewise. It must be obyi- 
ous to everyone of us that our Church 
in Canada cannot be the same after 
this war, To begin with, the record of 
enlistment shows that no Chureh in 
the Dominion has to: the same extent 
been so vitally affected by the numbers 
which ‘t has contributed to our vari- 
ous ¢ utingents in proportion to our 
Church population, As a consequence, 
while we rejoice in the loyalty thus 
exhibited by our Churechmen, and 
while we take off our hats to numbers 
of young Englishmen (whom, perhaps, 
before we were disposed in some par- 
ticulars to criticize) for the noble way 
in which they have responded to the 
call of the Empire, the various Church 
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centres throughout our ecclesiastical 
province have been most seriously de 
pleted of their congregations. This af- 
fords « twofold problem for the 
Church to meet. How are we to con- 
tinue to maintain these centres thus 
wenkened? Are we to surrender them 
to be absorbed into the “merging” of 
religious bodies which is being fore- 
shadowed after the war? Our loyalty 
to the Chureh of our fathers and to 
the strong conviction that it has very 
distinctly something most valuable to 
contribute to the calibre of the future 
citizenship of this new ‘and, in the 
influence of its reverent service and in 
its clinging to the basal doctrines of 
our Christian faith, while some others 
are letting them slip out of their sys- 
tems of theology, constrain us to say 
“no,” but whatever self-denial it may 
mean, please God, we will keep these 
centres going even if our gallant men 
attain to the sublimest heights of 
sacrifice and never return. 
After-war Problem. 

Then, again, if they do return there 
will be what is felt by all thoughtful 
people, the after-war problem for our 
Christianity, that ti will have to be 
very different in order to satisfy the 
quickened sense of the reality of things 
been 


on the part of men who have 
facing the grim realities of life and 
death on the battle front. No mere 


conventional religion will satisfy such 
men, and, what is more, it would be a 
criminal unheeding of God's call in-all 
he has brought upon us to even think 
of going on as we have done before. 
The Bishop of London, after returning 
from the front, stated, with that vivid 
earnestness that characterises all his 
utterances, that our men when they re- 
turn from the ordeal through which 
they have passed will need what he 
terins “a new religion.” The expres- 
sion has led some Church people to 
discuss whether a new kind of Church 
service will be demanded, whether that 
is our morning and evening prayer will 
have to be modified, shortened or 
changed, My view is that the change 
that will be demanded will not be in 
the form but in the life of our service 
and of our preaching. Both will have 
to be vitalised, True, there may be 
with advantage more elasticity im- 
parted to dur form of service, some- 
thing more of the character of mission 
services, but what we shall want above 
all things will be more life—a religion 
vitalised by a deeper sense that our 
services are not mere offices to be 
gone through, but first and foremost 
soul-winning and soul-saving agencies, 
and our Sacrements nourishing ordin- 
ances for souls won to God, whom He 
will bring up in His steidfast fear and 
love, 

And now, my brothers, if our Church 
in Canada is thus to reach out to 
higher ideals and service, what is re- 
quired of us? It is not this, We must 
first of all wait upon God in earnest 
prayer for a new outpouring of His 
spirit upon us. Then we must begin 
now in every dioc se to do something 
definitely different in our Church life. 
In parishes and in dioceses and in 
communities let us put from us all 
petty strifes and divisions and every 
weight that hinders us, and unite in a 
common effort to make our religion 
a real living thing. IT think it is Paul 
Sabatier who says that “Suffering to- 
gether is a cement of human friend- 
ship.” God has called us to suffer to- 
gether in the terrible days since August 
1914, let this comradeship in suffering 
and service be a cement, not only of 
our human but also of our Church 
friendships. I cannot tell you 
much T yearn and pray for this, 

Quickening Spiritual Life. 

I should like the Synod to consider 
whether in our ecclesiastical province 
we can do anything in an organized 
way to quicken spiritual life during 
the coming months, In England there 
is, as you know, to be a great national 
mission of repentance and hope begin- 
ning in November, Can we not in 
our ecclesiastical province in a way 
that each diocese may find practicable 
co-operate even for a week or fort- 
night in some sort of simultaneous ef- 
fort so that our thoughts, prayers, ex- 
hortations and approaches to God may 
join with those of the great Mother 
Church across the seas during these 
days of God's “great visitation” to us, 
Days and weeks and months of it are 
passing and the end of it may be upon 
us before we know it. What wil] have 
been done to redeem all the oppor- 
tunity which it has offered? God for- 
bid that we should have to say when 
ii is all over, “the harvest is passed, 
the summer is ended, and we are not 
saved,” 

May God be with us in this 
meeting, and while this session may 
not be signalized by the amount of 
business done, may it prove to be an 
epoch-making gathering in real spiri- 
tual thoughtfulness and in a reyival of 
God's work among us in the “midst of 
the years,” 

Edmonton Delegates Introduced. 

Bishop Pinkham, introducing to the 
synod the bishop, and the clerical 
and lay delegates of the diocese of Ed- 
monton, said it was only three years 
since he had had the privilege of 
bringing into the synod the resolution 
previding for the creation of the See. 
He had felt that inasmuch as Edmon- 
ton was the capital of the great pro- 
vince of Alberta, it was essential that 
a bishop should reside in the capital 
city, Accordingly he had made the 
arrangement, and brought forward the 
resolution which had been unanimous- 
ly adopted. Bishop Pinkham mention- 
ed that he had also the privilege of 
presiding over the meetings at which 
the constitution was adopted and the 
bishop. elected. Everything that had 
been dong had, he believed, received 
unanimous support and sympathy, As 
he had che privilege of introducing 
the delegites, episcopal, clerical and 
lay, of the diocese of Qu'Appelle in 
1886, it seemed right and proper to 
take a few minutes in order to do the 

me for the diocese of Edmonton; 
that they were all so proud of, that 
they were so glad to meet ai nead- 
quarters, and whose affairs, the busi- 
ness that had been done, and every- 
thing in connection with it, had gone 
forward so pleasantly, Edmonton 
made the tenth diocese in the ecclesias- 
tleal province of Rupert's Land, at 
the first meeting of which, said the

only four dioceses, Rupert's Land, 
Saskatchewan, Athabascn and Movgs- 
onee, ‘ 

Bishop Gray Replies 

Bishop Gray in replying, deemed it 
a great privilege to have the honor of 
spenking for the first time in provine 
cial synod on behalf of the baby dio- 
cese of Kdmonton, He thanked the 
delegates for their cordial welcome, 
and he assured the synod of the un- 
animous support of a very loyal body 
of clergy and the almos\ unanimous 
assistance of a very ardent body of 
laymen, “We trust here jin the dio- 
cese of Edmonton," said the bishop, 
“to uphold the standard of the 
church's influence to the utmost, and 
to bring her power to bear upon the 
life of the nation in this part of Can- 
ada so far as we shall have the oppo 
tunity, and so far as God shall give 
us strength,” 

Concluding, Bishop Gray, in the ab- 
sence of the mayor, welcomed the sy- 
nod to Bdmonton, hoping the d 
gates would have a profitable visit 
und go away with pleasant memories. 

Officlals Chosen, 

The president having named W. J. 
Bell, Saskatoon, as temporary cnalr- 
man of the lower house, the bishops 


retired, when the Very Rey. Dean 
Coombes, Winnipeg, was on the mo- 
tion of Archdeacon Webb, Edmonton, 


elected prolocutor as the president of 
the House of Delegates is named. 

Rev. R. B. Macklheran, Winnipeg, 
and J. G. Dagg, Winnipeg, were 
chosen secretaries, and J. A. MacLray, 
‘ Chancellor of the diocese of Ru- 
pert'’s Land, treasurer. 

The prolecutor asked the Very Rev. 
Dean Paget, Calgary, to act as his de- 
puty. 

On the motion of Rev. C. W. Me- 
Kim, Edmonton, seconded by Rev. A. 
A. Adams, Sioux Lookout, Ont., the 
following resolution was adopted: 

“That this synod desires to exprehs 
to the Right Rey. J. G. Anderson, D. 
D., Lord Bishop of Moosonee, their 
incere regret at his inability to at- 
end the meeting of synod, and also to 
thank him for his very helpful ser- 
mon, The synod would also extend to 
the Bishop of Moosonee their deep 
sympathy in the present great distress 
which has fallen upon so many peo- 
ple in his Giocese, owing to the recent 
disastrous fire; and would assure His 
Lordship of their earnest prayer to 
Almighty God in behalf of all who 
have’ suffered so terribly, that it may 
please Him to comfort and relieve 
them according to their several nec- 
essities; and that grace and wisdom 
be given to the bishop in the work of 
reconstruction involved,” 

Assistant Bishop of Calgary. 

Following a message from the 
House of Bishop's, stating that they 
had granted the application of the 
Bishop of Calgary for «an assistant, 
there was a long and animated discus. 
slon. 

Concurrence in the message was 
moved by G. R. Kirkpatrick, Hdmon- 
ton, seconded by Rev. W. Bertal Hee- 
ney, Winnipeg. But after the views 
of the delegates from Calga had | 
been heard as to the present state of 
the finances of the southern diocese, 
this resolution was withdrawn, 

Judge Jackson, Calgary, and W. A, 
Geddes, Calgary, then moved that the | 
message be not concurred in, and this 
was passed without dissent. A feeling 


of regret was expressed by Calgary 
and other delegates that this course 
had to be taken, and it was pointed 


out that it was due to the financial 
state of the diocese, 
Archdeacon Timms, Calgary, had 


moved as an addition to the mesage: 
“provided the salary is guaranteed to 
the satisfaction of the Metropolitan 
before the election of the assistant 
bishop takes place,’ but on a vote, on 
a point of order, the house decided 
that this would be a violation of the 
constitution under which, it was as- 
serted, once permission was granted 
by the synod it was obligatory upon 
the diocese to hold an election.

SOUTH EDMONTON LIBERAL CLUB 


SENT UP FOR TRIAL 


Wm. Platt Phimmer, of Cripsdale, 
Alléerta, and Later of Libby, Mon- 
tana, Accused of Shooting. 


Wild Platt Plummer, alias William 
T. Hulbert, of Cripsdale, Alta, and 
Libby Montana, was on Tuesday af- 
ternoon returned for trial by Magis- 
trate Belcher, sitting in the city police 
court, on a charge accusing hitn of 
the murder of Peter Lindsay, farmer, 
bs shooting him on the road allowance 
in the district of Gripsdale on October 
8, 1913. After the crime Plummer 
went to Libby, and lived -nder the 
ame of Hulbert. He was there ar- 
feted by the North West Mounted 
Police 

According to the evidence of Ed- 
ward J, Allen, a farmer residing at 
Cripsdale, Lindsay and the accused 
had some disagreement over financial 
matters and Allen stated that Plum- 
mer had exclaimed in his hearing, “I 
don't know how | keep my hands off 
that man,” On the day of the tragedy 
Allen said he saw Plummer walk up 
the road allowance, with a rifle under 
his arm. A few minutes later Lind- 
say passed him following in the direc- 
tion Plummer had gone. He heard a 
shot, and on going to investigate he 
discovered Lindsay lying on the road 
dead, ; 

Sergt. Detective Stuart Leonard, of 
the R.N.WM..P., gave evidence of the 
arrest of Plummer, who, he informed 
the court, had admitted that was his 
name. Plummer also stated he had 
told Lindsay to keep away from him.

PICNIC AT COOKING LAKE ON THE 
HOLIDAY WAS COMPLETE SUCCESS 


Storm Came on After Speechmakin Part of Program Had Been Fin- 


ished, But Blew Over in Time 
be Concluded in Fine Style. 


Just as the orations at the South 
Edmonton Liberal Club picnic were 
finished at Cooking Lake yesterday a 
storm of cyclonic proportions blew up, 
and for three-quarters of an hour the 
rain poured a regular deluge, accom- 
panied by a strong west wind.
